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1 . This application has been examined. Claims 1-6 are pending in this application. 

2. Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 1 the term 
"insulating" should be changed to - - conductive - -. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claim 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dye 
(USPN 6,776,621). 

Dye discloses in figs. 1-4, the invention as claimed comprising: an electrically 
conductive member (40) having a longitudinal section at least a portion of which 
provides a cylindrical hollow end; an electrically conductive pin (62) positioned with 
respect to said electrically conductive member, a first part of said electrically conductive 
pin being substantially centrally located within said hollow end; and an electrically 
insulating body (64) surrounding the electrically conductive member and said electrically 
conductive pin. Dye does not explicitly disclose a single-piece insulating body. Dye, 
however, teaches a one-piece insulation that can be provided by over-molding (col. 2, 
lines 53-55). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made that the insulating body can be molded as a single- 
piece for easy assembly. Dye, further teaches wherein the connector is a right-angle 
connector; wherein said electrically insulating body is provided with at least two spacing 
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feet (154) and at least one compressible leg; wherein said electrically conductive pin 
has a second part projecting in a direction transverse to said first part; wherein said 
second part of said conductive pin extends beyond a surface of said electrically 
insulating body; wherein the electrical conductive member has a longitudinal axis and 
has at least one leg (150) extending in a direction transverse to said longitudinal axis 
and having a length sufficient to extend beyond a surface of the electrically insulating 
body.
